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Hearing tonight 


School budget tops $7 million, 


The Wilmington School Committee 
will hold its annual budget hearing 
Wednesday evening at 8 p.m. in the 
conference room of the Wilmington 
Memorial Library 

An analysis of the budget prepared 
by the superintendent of schools 
shows: that the budget for the 1977-78 
fiscal year will reflect a 6.5 percent 
increase over the previous year's 

‘The dollar figure for the year is $7,- 


up 6.5 percent 


233,899. Of that figure 83.3 percent is 
for salaries, 16.7 percent for non- 
salaries. 

The analysis presents a graph of the 
percentage of budget increases for the 
past nine years. The increase for the 
coming year is one of the smallest in 
the nine-year period. Last year’s in- 
crease over the previous year was 5.5 
percent. 

The analysis consists of an eight- 


page brochure. Superintendent of 
Schools Walter Pierce said the eighth 
page of the budget analysis would be 
finalized on Tuesday night, and would 
be ready for the hearing tonight 

Pierce said that the enrollment in 
the Wilmington Public Schools has 
been declining at a rate slightly in ex- 
cess of 100 pupils per year. 

‘The school department encourages 
public participation in the hearing.
